Claims 1-8 are currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Claims 1-4 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or render obvious an input/output structure for a die to support an Accderated Graphic 
Port (AGP) standard and a Peripheral Component Interconnection Express (PCIE) standard 
comprises a PCIE input/output pad for supporting PCIE standard; and an AGP input/output pad 
for supporting AGP standard; wherein only one of said PCIE input/output pad and said AGP 
input/output pad is enabled at the same time, and in combination with all other features as recited 
in independent claim 1. 

Claims 5-8 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or render obvious an input/output structure for a die to support a plurality of standards 
comprises a first input/output pad for supporting a first standard; and a second input/output pad 
for supporting a second standard; wherein only one of said first input/output pad and said second 
input/output pad is enabled at the same time, and in combination with all other features as recited 
in independent claim 5.
